Blackmuir is a citizen of 
tbe United States where ho was 
Professor of. English at Princeton 
XJniTersity since 1061. He -was orl 
ginally appointed to assist in the 
newly created course in Creative 
English at Princeton in Septem 
ber of 1040. Tliis course ytas estab 
lished by a two year grant from 
the Carnegie Fowidation and or 
ganized by the American poet Al- 
len Tate who was familiar with 
Blaekmnir'a "vigorous and tough 
minded" literary criticism. 

Mr. Blackmuir will speak on 
"The Literary Explosion of the 
Twenties". As Blackmuir 
wrote 4o SCOPE earlier this sum- 
mer: "I would like to lecture on 
the explosion of great works of 
literature which took place in or 
about the year 1022 — Joyce, Eli- 
ot, Pound, Gide, Proust, and Tho- 
mas Mann are examples that come 
easy to the mind." 

Blackmuir's talk is open to 
all students and graduates of Mc 
Gill free of charge on the 
showing of their Library or Gradu 
ate card.

The Students' Executive Council last night approved a motion 
providing for a professional Director for the Red and White Revue 
for the 1956-66 session. 

The Revue's choice of Director would have tobe approved by the 
Council, it was moved "to insure against the hiring of a too hardened 
professional". 

The Council thought that although a professional script writer 

was not of primary importance and might, moreover, be an unwise 
move on the Revue's part, an experienced Director was a necessity. 

Urging closer contacts between lUS and WCVS, Jirl Pellkao, 
President of lUS, addressed the SEC suggesting various ways In whkh 
the two organiz^loM could become better acquainted with each other. 

Pelikan m^Uoned trips behind the Iron Curtain, a Medical Se- 
minar in India during the smnmer of lOM, meetings of competitive 
teams, and the sending of NFCUS bulletins to lUS who would distri- 
bute them, translated, ta her eight member countries. 

Pelikan stated that there would nndonbtedly be many differences 
between the two gronps of students, bnt that the benefits derived 
by such Intercommunication would more than make up for the diver, 
sity of opinion in certain problems. 

The Council approved the appointements of Brandon Cheneault as 
WUSC Committee Chairman, Hawk Johnson as Prom Chairman, and 
Dan Lazare as Constitutions Committee Chaimum. 

External Affairs Chairman, Wilson BoutSiam, was appointed to 
attend to particulars concerning a Oomoll University Student Ex- 
change. The Exchange would consist o* approxhnately six McGill 
students going to Cornell University during the weekend of Novem- 
ber 17 - 20. During tho weekend tOie.-vhiltors would attend lectures. 
Inspect the. campus and surroundings, and attend social functions. 

Brandon Cheneault, Medicine representative, reported on the 
WUSC Assembly and the NFCUS National Conférence which he had 
recently attended. Cheneault had praise for the WUSC Assembly, and 
gave detailed accounts of their agenda for the coming year. 

Concerning NFCUS, Cheneault stated that "after WUSC this was 
a trifle disappointing". He commented that, generally speaking, the 
individual colleges and universities came with their own opinions, and 
that there was little agreement between than. 



Water Conservation 
Topic Of Symposium 



A special Symposium was held 
last night by the Canadian Food 
Technologists Association In the 
Auditorium of the Physical Sci- 
ence Centre. The. subject was "Our 
Water Resources and their Con- 
servation". Two speakers were 
present who are authorities in 
their fields. They were introduc- 
ed by Dr. Denstedt of the Bio- 
chemistry Department. 

Professor Kenneth Hare, Chair- 
man of tho Department of Geo- 
graphy at McGill University, re- 
viewed some of the basic consi- 
derations about rainfall, ground 
water, and tho influence of man- 
made changes on the fresh water 
resources as represented by pur 
underground water, rivers and 
lakes. 

Dr. A. E. Berry, Director of the 
Sanitary Engineering Division of 
the Ontario Department ôf Health, 
and Chairman of tlio Pollution 
Control Board of Ontario, will 
survey some of the problems en- 
countered as a XQsnlt of, the ex-, 
cessive use and waste of fres] 
water. 



Dr. Berry diseusssed some of 
the major factors In the pollution 
of our rivers and streams and the 
main methods of purification 
which are being employed today. 
Dr. Hare discussed the water 
cycle and the various sources, 
both natural and artificial, which . 
make np. our water supply. 

Both speakers emphazlscd the 
important role of fresh water in 
determining where Industry can 
bo established and where people 
can settle and prosper.

No one, least 
of all this year's Editorial Board, wants the maga- 
zine to be" . , . synonymous with a. mystic intel- 
lectualism . . ." which, in Mr. So^^^^'s view, 
is how many people regard creative'wntwig. The 
complaint,'of course, is old. As charocteristics of 
creative writing, . wooHy-headedness çr out-and- 
out obscurity that is nothing more thon obscur- 
ity will annoy anyone, literary or otherwise. And 
they hove no place in Forge. 

But if we "humanize" Forge, as I think we 
should and hope we shall, we will not then ne- 
cessarily "simplif/' it. For, it is submitted, if 
Forge were invariably easy it would oisô be in- 
variably dull. "Humonization", as I choose to 
interpret it, con never be allowed to mean o 
wholesale refusal to print anything that could 
not be readily understood by absolutely everyone. 
Let us "humanize" Forge by all means, but let

student writing.- What the Editors cannot, end 
indeed, will not do is to water Forge down be- 
couse some people find it "difficult".

He might also disembark wearing 
several sweaters, two suits and a 
winter overcoat, draping a pair of 
skates around his neck, and car- 
rying suitcases in which forty- 
eight bottles of gin had been dis- 
tributed.

A small but steadily increasing 
group gathered in the student's 
cabin one night to discuss ways 
and means of solving the prob-i 
lem.

Dr. Neel called the situation 
"Preposterous." "How can we hOpo 
to keep music alive in this coun- 
try in the face of this kind of op- 
position?" he asked. "The whole 
lot of them ought to be blown up I" 

Dr. NmI said future plans for 
the orchestra were now "very much 
in doubt." 

Rev. A. S. McGrath, Executive 
Secretary of the Lord's Day Alli- 
ance said he was "sorry" his or- 
ganization felt compelled to force 
the issue. ' 

"If we failed to take action in 
this ease, we would be leaving 
ourselves open for criticism when 
an organization much less to our 
liking wanted to do a similar 
thing," he said. 

The students now find them- 
selves, according to one executive 
member, with nearly $200 preli- 
minary expenses to be paid and 
with no membership support 

Calling the whole thing "the 
most iniquitous thing that has 
ever happened in this century," Dr. 
Neel charged that some other 
groupa were overlooked by the 
Lord's Day Alliance people. "Why 
must they pick on usT'! Dr. Neel 
asked indignantly. "We get paid 
for giving concerts over the CBC 
on Sundays; why not in Hart 
House?"
